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“I have fought a good fight; I 
have kept the faith!” 

As the curtain is rung down on 
their 1939 session, not all, but at 
least a majority of the members of 
the California State Legislature can 
truthfully echo those famous words 
of the Apostle Paul. 

It has been a hard, gruelling ses- 
sion—a session that tested the stuff 
that men are made of. 

And though the people back home 
may have grumbled at times over 
the length of the session and the in- 
cessant boom of battle, the 1939 
state Legislature made fewer mis- 
takes than most; took its stand 
Squarely on the side of old-fash- 
ioned Americanism as opposed to 
radicalism; called a halt to mount- 
ing State expenditures and killed off 
more dangerous legislation than any 
other session in recent years. 

The record, of course, is far from 
perfect. Bad bills got through; but 
more bad bills were defeated, The 
layman might retort: “Why should 
the Legislature be given credit for 
killing dangerous legislation? It 
shouldn’t have been introduced in 
the first place!" Logically, that is 
irrefutable. Practically. there will 
always be legislators who will intro- 
duce bills contrary to- the public 
welfare and California farmers, 
home owners and taxpayers should 
be grateful. this year, that there 
were other legislators with the intel- 
ligence and courage to answer “No” 
no on the roll-call. 

Hitting the high spots on major 
legislative issues, here’s a thumb- 
nail review of how the battles end- 
ed: 

Many millions chopped off the 
State budget to avert the need for 
new taxes. On the whol, the ¢con- 
omy bloc did a workmanlike job 
and no essential function of gov- 
ernment will suffer. 

Virtually all proposals 
lish new taxes, or “up” 
taxes, were defeated--a saving 
the taxpayer of some $63,000,000! 

Many types of payroll taxes.

Proposed Amendments 
Would “Mangle” Law, 
Administrator Charges 


WASHINGTON, (llo—Waege hour 
administrator Elmer F. Andrews 
charged in a radio address last night 
that powerful lobbyists are attempt- 
ing through amendments, to “*man- 
gle” the wage hour. social security 
and national labor relations acts. 

Andrews said the three acts form 
the “charter of industrial and ec- 
cnomic democracy for the wage 
earners of the nation,” and protect 
the country against “mass poverty. 
Sweat shop hours and_ industrial 
war.” 

He charged that lobbyists are now 
seeking “by flang attacks to chon 
these laws to pieces.” 

He estimated that more than 250,- 
000 workers would be excluded from 
the benefits of the social security 
act under an amendment which has 
passed the house; that more than 
1,000,000 would be “robbed” of the 
protection of the wage-nour law by 
“ripper” amendments now before the 
house, and that 1.500.000 employes 
are threatened with “industrial dis- 
franchisement” by propesed amend- 
ments to the labor act.

Nearing End 


Relief Tangle Holds 
Assembly As Session 
; Enters “Last Day” 


SACRAMENTO, (lP\—The legisla- 
ture convened today for what is sup- 
posed to be its final day’s work with 
the assembly in the midst of a crit- 
ical showdown on relief. 

The Shelley relief bill, carrying a 
$42,500,000 temporary appropriation, 
was defeated early this morning and 
technically there is now no measure 
on the subject before the legislature. 

Administration leaders, however, 
gave notice they would move to ex- 
purge the record of today’s ses- 
Sion. Presumably the move will in- 
clude further concessions to the Re- 
publican bloc which has steadfastly 
refused to grant more than $35,000,- 
000. 

Should the administration’s motion 
be denied or the opopsing forces fail 
in a final attempt to compromise 
the bitter dispute the legislature 
will be forced to adjourn without 
enacting a relief bill. In this event 
an immediate special session would 
be inevitable, since present funds 
will be exhausted at the end of the 
current biennium, June 30.

His selection by 
President Roosevelt as head of our 
foreign office struck me, at the 
time, as rather queer I'd have 
thought his appointment to the

But subsequently. in a chat I had 
| with him as state secretary. he 
presented the proposition from a 
different angle 

“The longer I deal with interna- 
tional relationships." he said, “the 
clearer it becomes to me that they 
all are based upon economic con- 
siderations.” 

In other words, he’s an interna- 
tional economist or an economic 
internationalist—and they’re one 
and the same subject. Anyway, he 
thinks so, and Chairman Farrell 
concurs, evidently.

Insulation Versus Isolation 


Farrell favors insulation against |

He shows that, 
tn 1938, a slack commercial year, 
the United States still was the 
world’s foremost exporting nation, 
and that we were third among im- 
porters. As importers England and 
Germany surpassed us, but they’re 
by no means as self-sufficient as 
we are.

SOME INSECTS 


IS NOT JUSTIFIED, SAYS U. C. MAN; 
HOWEVER, “LOOK OUT FOR TRIATOMA” 


LOS ANGELES—Many of Cali- 
fornia’s supposedly “deadly danger- 
ous” creatures are really compara- 
tively harmless, and some of them 
are entirely non-poisonous, it 
revealed today by Dr. Ralph H. 
Smith. Professor of entomology on 
the Los Angeles campus of the Un- 
iversity of California. 

The desert scorpion, which many 
people believe to be poisonous. does 
have venom in the tip of its curved 
spine. but a scorpion sting is ordi- 
narlly no more serious than that ot 
a honey bee, Dr. Smith declared 
There is no authentic record of a 
fatality from the sting of a scor- 
pion in this state. 

Another desert dweller often fear- 
ed is the Solpugid, or sun spider. 
This ant-shaped creature, which 
may be as long as two inches. 
notable for its powerful jaw-!ike
